While a RFC loan of $750,000 
at four percent interest ‘is obtain- 
able, the college has no fixed in- 
come with which_to repay it, he 
declared. An alternative of a pri- 
vate bond issue at a lower inter- 
est would require security of cov- 
erage ‘the institution is not pre- 
pared to give now, .he added.

‘{/ Dies in Columbus 


Previous special editions of the 
Alumnews haye prevented. men- 
tion of the death of one of Au- 
‘\burn’s most prominent alumni, 
W: C. Bradley, ‘82. 

_ Mr. Bradley, who began life 
on an Alabama farm and amassed 
one of the South’s greatest for- 
tunes in cotton and Coca-Cola, 
died of a heart attack at his home 
in Columbus, Ga. on Saturday, 
July 26. He was 84. 

Bradley already had extensive 
textile and other interests when 
in 1919, he and his life-long friend 
and former schoolmate, the late 
Ernest Woodruff, became princi- 
pals in the syndicate which pur- 
chased the Coca-Cola Company 
from Asa G. Candler for $25,- 
000,000. 


In recent years, Bradley gave 
up active participation ‘in many 
of the enterprises in which -he 
held interests. But he maintained 
directorships and served as chair- 
man of the board .of several con- 
cerns. 

Control of his Columbus Manu- 
facturing Company, a textile mill, 
recently was sold to the West 
Point Manufacturing Company. 
Sale of his Eagle and Phenix 
Mills to Reeves Brothers, Inc., 
who control large Carolina tex- 
tile interests. 

Bradley also headed the 
Columbus Iron Works, the Colum- 
bus Grocery Company, the W. C. 
Bradley Company, the Third 
National Bank of Columbus, the 
Columbus Bank and Trust Com- 
pany, and the Southern Plow 
Company. 

His holdings:in the Bibb Manu- 
facturing Company, one of the 
South’s largest textile mill chains, 
were extensive, and he was a 
member of the company’s board 
until his death. In-addition, he 
held directorships in the Georgia 
Power Company, the Citizens and 
Southern National Bank, the 
Central of Georgia Railway, and 
was a member of: the advisory 
board of the Irving Trust Com- 
pany of New York... ”*

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Auburn Mourns Loss of Dr. Petrie. 
Refired Grandfather of Football 


Dr. George Petrie, who retired 
in 1942 aftef more than a ‘half 
century’ of service at~ Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute, died on 
September 5 of a heart atack. 

Dr.. Petrié;known as the 
“srandfather of Auburn football”, 
retired five years ago as dean: of 
the graduate school.and head of 
the department. of history and 
political science, 

& natives of Montgomery, he 
‘was graduated from University of 
Virginia: in 1887 and ‘was named 
instructor, in history-and langua- 
ges ‘at’ Auburn™that ‘same ‘year. 
He received a Ph.D. from Johns 
Hopkins in 1891 and ‘was_awarded 
an honorary LL.D. degree by the 
University of Alabama ‘in 1924. 

He wrote a history of Alabama 
and of historic Southern towns, 
‘was author of a history textbook, 
and collaborated: on two other 
textbooks. 

He ‘organized © and ~ coached 
Auburn’s first football team that 
defeated the University of Georgia 
in'-a game played in “Atlanta 
in’ February; 1892. 

Dr. Petrie was a member of 
Phi Beta Kappa, Phi Kappa Phi 
honorary. scholastic fraternity and 
Phi Gamma. Mu-social fraternity. 
He was a founder of the South- 
ern Association of Graduate 
Deans and served as its president 
jn: 1932. 


His death followed by little 
more than a’ month that of Dr. 
Luther N. Duncan, Auburn presi- 
dent, who succumbed to a heart 
attack July 26. 

Acting --President Ralph B. 
Draughon said: “Auburn has lost 
a’ great and beloved “man.” Dr.

One book by Weymouth T. 
Jordan, research professor his- 
tory at API, is scheduled to come 
off the press in, the fall and two

“Hugh Davis and his Alabama 
Plantation” is being published by 
the University of Alabama Press. 
The chief interest coneerns agri- 
cultural history of the state and 
the social development of the 
blackbelt. The book was written 
under the auspices of the Social 
Science Research Council, 
through grants-in-aid in 1940-41 
and 1941-42, 


Hugh Davis was a lawyer and 
planter of Perry County and 
lived in the state from 1834 to 
1862, Dr. Jordan’s. book covers 
the development of a blackbelt 
plantation in the periods of the 
1840’s, the Civil War, Recon- 
struction, and the final breakup 
of the plantation after 1900. 

A second book, “Early Ala- 
bama Household Practices: Medi- 
cine and other Domestic Cus- 
toms,” is now being considered 
for publication by the Universi- 
ty of Alabama Press. The Van- 
derbilt press is considering 
“George Washington Campbell, 
Statesman of the Old South- 
west.” 


Dr, Jordan is chiefly interest- 
ed in Southern and agricultural 
history, and in these fields he 
has written 19 articles for vari- 
ous historical journals and maga- 
zines. 


At present, ‘Dr. Jordan holds a 
grant-in-aid of the Social Science 
Research Council to complete a 


book-length study of Mobile dur- 
ing the 1850's.

course in American humor at 

The class won’t be a side-split- 
ting one, Patrick warns students. 
The writings of American humor- 
ists from colonial times to Will 
Rogers, Bob Hope and Fred Al- 
len will be given a serious analy- 
sis to see what makes them “tic- 
kle”’. 


No other people, according to 
Patrick, laugh so readily as 
Americans. And this sense of 
humor has been a saving factor 
in the lives of both early pio- 
neers and GI’s of the recent war, 


he contends. 


When the going became almost 
too tough to bear, the American 
could always find something 
comic in the situation, Patrick 
said. This change of mood has 
been impossible for British and 
German soldiers, he said.
